1 . Novelty and Inventive Step: 

The claimed invention relates to a heat transfer device comprising the following two parts: a thermally 
conductive flat case inside which working fluid is accomoated, which absorbs heat from the heat source then, 
emits the heat at the heat emitting unit; a mesh layer aggregate having a plural layer structure of a fine mesh layer 
and a coarse mesh layer inside the flat case. Dl, D2 and D3 do not disclose any of the above features. 
Furthermore, the present invention can not be derived from the prior arts in Dl, D2 and D3. Thus, the device 
satisfies the requirements of PCT Article 33(2) & (3). 



2. Industrial Applicability: 

The present invention is specially designed to achieve the heat stability of a product by dissipating heat from 
the heat source of electronic appliances. It satisfies the requirements of PCT Article 33(4). 
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
